He Fears Uncle Sam’s Soldiers May Try to 
Scatter the Armies. 

‘InptaAsaporis, Ind., April 80.—[Special.}— 
The War Department is about to lock horns 
with Coxey. It is possible that within a few 
days the industrial movement throughout the 
United States will be proclaimed by Secretary 
of War Lamont as treasonable and the dif- 
ferent divisions be ordered to disband. 
Should the commanders of the various branch- 
es refuse to comply it is believed instructions 
will be sent to the United States army officers 
commandi the different departments to 
send out United States troops and arrest the 
leaders’with their lieutenants’ and break up 
the camp. That such is the policy of the 
War Department Gen. Fry (and he says his 
name is neither Frye nor Frey, but plain 
Fry) of the Los Angeles army, in camp here, 
has little doubt. e received information to- 
day that puts an entirely new and serious 

hase on the question. He believes that 
*resident Cleveland has determined to break 
up the Coxey armies before enough get to 
Washington to make trouble, The informa- 
tion came in the shape of an official com-. 
munication from Maj.-Gen. O. O. Howard, 
commanding the Department of the East. It

No Signs of an Early Moving. 

The army is stillin campat the old stove 
works and up to the present moment no indi- 
cations of a apenas departure can be discov- 
ered..

leaving. He showed a letter which he had re- 
ceived inviting him to come to Topeka, Kas., 
to lecture and guaranteeitig him $500, Gen.

The air has been full of rumors today of a 
threatened tie-up on the Rock Island unless 
that road conciuded to aid in getting the army 
out of Des Moines. It was claim that tne 
American Railway Union had taken a hand 
in the matter and that messages had been 
sent to President Debs asking that a vote be 
taken on the proposition to order a 
strike on the Rock Island. An officer.

SONS OF THE AMERICAN REVOLUTION, 


Annual Congress Held and Bishop Cheney 
' Js Elected Chapltain-General. 


Wasutncton, D. C., April 30.—The annual 
congtess of the Sons of the American Revolu-: 


tion today atthe Arlington was one of the 
most enthusiastic and well attended ever held. 
About ninety-eignt delegates were present 
from twenty-eight States. Gen. orace 
Porter presided. Severa aimnendments to the 
constitution were adoptéd—namely: reduc- 
ing the ennual dues to 25 cents; providing 
for sdcieties in foreign lands, where there are 
men eligible to membership; referring the 
control of life membership to the State soci- 
eties, and changing in some respects the rule 
which makes the Registrar-General the 
final arbiter.as to admissions. The congress 
resolved to offer gold, silver, and bronze 
medals to Americah colleges and schools for 
the best annual essay on American history. 
Congress was petitioned to publish the rolls of 
service in the revolution. The marking of 
graves of soldiers of the Americrn revoltivon 
with bronze markers was commended ‘to the 
State societies. .At noon -the whole ress, 
4vith the alternates. matched to the Vhite 
House and vas received by President (leve- 
land.

If the city compels elevation it is clear the com- 
panifs Would not be liable for such consequential 
damiges. As, however, there is objection to the 
ause of increased cost 
of interference  oc- 
casioned thereby to important industries, 
it is believed, as will. be seen later on 
in this communication, that the city can be com- 
pensated by the companies in such manner as 
that it can well afford to pass a mandatory ordi- 
nance on the lines of the lower elevation, espe- 
ciaily as we believe it can be demonstrated that 
the city, if it shall, in the exercise of its police 
power, compel track elevation as a measure of 
public safety, cannot, if not liable to the com- 
panies, be.liable to any one else therefor.

CLAMOR FOR ANOTHER RATE REDUCTION 


Several East-Bound Roads Not Satisfied 
with the Tonnage Record. 
East-bound freight shipments last week 


were unusually small and several of the roads - 


are clamoring for anofher reduction in rates. 
The large bulk of the Business is being taken 
by the so-called weak lines and this is taken 
as an indication by thé strong lines that their 
weaker competitors Are giving special in- 
ducements to shippers. The total shipments 
of flour, grain, and provisions from Chicago 
through to'seaboard ‘points and for. export 
by the various Central Traffic Association 
lines for the week ,ending last Thursday 
amounted to 27,958 tons, against 31,733 
tons for the week previous, and 31,977 tons 
for the corresponding week last year. Flour 
shipments last week were 3,221 tons, against 
4.139 tons last year; grain, 15,794 tons, 
against 21,844 tons; provisions,.8,943 tons, 
against 5,904 tons. The percentages carried 
by the various roads were as follows: 

Baltimore and Ohio, 6.1; Big Four, 2.5; (hi- 
cago and Eric, 8.4: Lake Shore, 7.5; Michigan 
Central, 9.5; Nickel Plate, 6.9; Pan-Handle, 
13.4; Fort Wayne, 12.8; Wabash, 15. 

Total shipments of all kinds of freight, ex- 
cept live stock, coal, and iron, from Chicago 
to through and local points in the East by 
various east-bound roads during the last week 
amounted to 57,289 tons, against 64,663 
tons for the week previdus and 60,333 tons 
for the corresponding week last year.

TROUBLE LOOKED FOR IN CLEVELAND. 


Culmination gf Labor Troubles Expected 
in the Annual May Day Parade. 

Cievecann, O., April 30.—[Special Corte- 
spondence. |—Tuesday will be a historic day 
in the annals of this city. Itis the occasion 
for the big May day celebration, and there 
will be a parade of 10,000 tojlers. The labor 
leaders say there will be 15,000. 

For the last two: weeks there has been a state 
of unrest and discontent among the ‘‘ army of 
the unemployed ”’ here which has caused ap- 
prehension, This fear has gone so far that 
there has been talk that the city will be placed 
under martial law. This is probably an ex- 
aggerated fear, for the leaders have said that 
the demonstration will be marked by nu 
manifestation of violence. 

The causes for disccntent are well defined, 
and briefly stated are: There are 6,000 
men in the city who are out of work,’ and the 
city, through the administretion of Mayor. 
Blee and the policy of Director John Farley | 
of the Department of Public Works, has set the 
example of paying men 90 centsa day. This 
course has met with bitter condemnation, ana 
the conviction is freely expressed that the 
Democratic administration inauguarated in 
this city but a year ago is doomed to defeat 
at the next municipal election. aot 

The city does not directly employ the men | 
who are working upon sewer con y 
paving. The work is let to contractors and | 

nee employ labor. 

ContMacts, however, are been given out 
every day and a general demand is being 
made by laboring men and by others that the 
city shall give no contracts excepting upon 
the specified condition that the contractor 
shall pay their men $1.50 a day. 
There is sharp competition amon 
contractors, and to get the city work they bid 
low and make their profits by hiriny labor at 
90 cents a day and even lower. City wages 
seem to rule the labor market. Six thousand 
men are out of work and unskilled workuien 
are getting an average of 90 cents a day. . 

Another feature has caused much comment, 
The Park and Boulevard Commission, organ- 
ized tor the purpose of improving parks and 
constructing boulevards, has $800,000 in 
bank for the construction of ene of the larg- 
est and most perfect boulevards in the United 
States. The money bejongs to the public, and 
the commission has oveen dilatory in proceed- 
ing with the work, There has been a demand 
from the unemployed that this work be given 
them. demand has often been accompa- 
nied by threats in not especially polite lan- 
guage. Ore of the members of the commia- 
sion informed a delegation of laborers if the 
workingmen who wanted employment would 
not spend their money in saloons they would 
not need to seék employment from the Park 
Commission, This answer did not have the 
poset OR soften the feelings of the men 
towar commission. . 

The unemployed have adopted an aimless 
and an apparently hopeless method to adjust 
their difficulties. They are marching in com- 
panies to the places where their more fortu- 
nate companions are employed, seeking by 
persuasion or force to-make thein leave em- 
ployment which pays but 60, 70, or 80 cents 
aday. They argue thatsuch pay is ruinous 
to the interests of American workmen, and 
will be the means of perecenane a system of 
wage slavery in the United States. A half 
dozen snail riots have already been quelled 
by the poiice, and future trouble is an- 
ticipated. 

The unemployed have organized, too, Their 
organization is loose and inefficient, but 
under certain circumstances it is likely to be 
dangerous. The only constitution that it his, 
the only well-defined demand, is “living 
wages for the toilers of Cleveland. ’ The or-.

be fully exposed. 


Tue sudden death of Joseph Kirkland re- 
moves a most exemplary citizen from the busy 
life of Chicago and one who was loydliy and 
devotedly attached to this city. The earliet 
part of his public career was spentin the army, 
in which hedid good service in the war of the 
rebellion. Beginning as Lieutenant in the 
Twelfth Illinois he rose to the rank of Major, 
and through the Virginia campaigns served 
upon the staffs of Gens. McClellan and Fité 
John Porter. After the war was over he en: 
tered upon the practice of the law, but either 
because'the profession was distasteful to him 
or because his literary ambitions were the 
stronger he gave up practice and devoted him- 
self actively to literature. He served for some 
time as literary editor of Tue Unicaco 
TRIBUNE, a post for which he was well fitted, 
and which he left in order to devote his time 
exclusively to book-making. “As the result of 
his labors during the last few years he pro- 
duced three or four novels, which were even 
more sucessful at the East than at home, 
some short stories for magazines, and two vol- 
umes,** The Story of Chicago.’ and ** A History 
of the Chicago Massacre,’’ besides many fugi- 
tive essays upon matters connected with the 
history of the city. He was a recognized 
authority on the early history of Chicago, and 
was specially fond of investigating in that di- 
rection, as his work in the Historical Society 
and the various literary clubs of the city 
shows. Maj, Kirkland was a well-known 
figure in our busy metropolitan life and he 
will be sincerely missed both in social and 
literaty circles, with each of which he was 
prominently identified. 


THE TARIFF POLICY OF THE DEMOCRATS, 

_Ex-Gov, Russell of Massachusetts has an 
article in the May Forum on “A Year of 
Democratic Administration.”’”. He yssefts 
‘therein that after years of discussion and de- 
Hberation’ the country in 1892 repudiated 
.protection, aud then proceeds to answer tha 
question way a Democratic Congress has not 
carried out the will of the people—why ‘* your

The im- 
portan* fact is the change of policy. . . . The 
bill is not radical ror wholly logical. But it is 
dealing with a policy which for thirty years has 
1 ruled the country and has encouraged many men 
and interests to believe they were dependent 
upon it. The fundamental fact is that the Wil- 
son bil) changes an established policy. Hence- 
‘forth high protection is to cease, McKinleyism is 
to be repealed and ended, and the country gradn- 
ally is to be brought back to the principles of 
tariff taxation for revenue only. 


This means that if the Democrats remain 
in power for a number of years they will sig- 
nalize every two or four-year period by cut- 
ting off more protection and taking another 
step towards free trade. Every one of those 
tariff bill years will be marked by the features 
which have made last year anc this so un- 
pleasantly conspicuous. When the Demo- 
crates announce they are about to. reduce pro- 
te¢tion some more employers will have to 
| dtop wages again, and there will be a repeti- 
tion of the present industrial strife. 

Even if the Democrats were absolutely sure 
their lease of power was to be a long one, it 
would be better for them to “‘ reach the goal 
by one exhaustive effort ’—to cat off the dog’s 
tail at once—rather than to be keeping the in- 
dustries of the country in a turmoil by tariff- 
tinkering for a series of years. _ But since the 
\.Democrats are not sure of their ability to 
hold on to power they ought, if they are sure 
their tariff principle is a sound une, to put it 
in full force at once, in the hope that if they 
did not continue to control all branches of 
the government they might at least retain 
possession of one, and thus prevent the re- 
versal of their policy. 

It is certain that the bad opinion which the 
voters have of Democracy now will not be 
changed by Gov. Russell’s declaration that 
the Democratic party is going to move “ grad- 
ually” in the direction of tariff reform, They 
have had already more tariff reform than 
they want and they do not hanker after any 
more. The slow march of the Democracy to- 
wards free trade will come toa full stop on 
the 4th of next March, for then the present 
House of.Representatives will come to an end 
and the one to be elected this fall will be con- 
trolied by the Republicans. There will be no 
more anti-protection legislation after next 
March. What the Wemocrats cannot do tn 
the way of tariff !egislation before then never 
will be done. Two years later the Demo- 
cratic legislation of this year will be swept 
from the statute books by voters less prosper- 
ous but wiser than those of 1892. , 


KELLY’S ARMY AT DES MOINES. 

The authorities at Des Moines, both of the 
city and of the county, have shown commend- 
able wisdom, dignity, and humane treatment 
in their dealing with Kelly’s so-called army, 
which reached that city Sunday. It was. 
unquestionably Kelly’s intention by making a 
forced night march to throw his army into 
Des Moines , Sunday and make a parade 
which would attract large crowds of symipa- 
thizers and demagogues. This, how ever, he’ 
Was prevented from doing, first, because he 
lost his way on the march, and, second. because 
the authorities had taken steps to prevent any 
demonstration in the city. The Sheriff, an old 
soldier, and the Mayor and Council joined 
hands in a well considered effort to placa the 
army under municipal regulation as a menace. 
to public order. Asa part of their plan the 
procession of the army and the organfized 
gathering of sympathizers were forbidden, 
thus preventing any public recognitiun of the 
army. Meanwhile supplies were accumu- 
lated-at a temporary camp and the army was 
marched there under guard. By this plan 
the re was no lionizing of the army and at the 
same time it was provided for on humane: 
lines and given to understand that its stay was 
ohly temporary. 

There is no question that Kelly's reception 
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the discour and difficulties which now 
beset his army and which will continue to in- | 
crease as be advances this way, have taugbt | 
them all a useful lesson and one which will © 
hot be lost upon other armies which have | 
come into existence like mushrooms since | 
Kelly reached the Missouri River. The peo- 
ple of that city are to be congratulated upon 
the wise policy they have pursued in this mat- 
ter. The same policy should be pursued here. 
‘Should Kelly’s army reach Chicago it must 
be kept under surveillance and not be al. . 
lowed to parade through the city streets. Hu- 
manity dictates kind treatment, but beyond 
this the authorities must act with dignity, 
firmness. and resolution. The army must be 
given to understand that it can only stop in 
the vicinity of Chicago temporarily, and that 
it need not expect to be received as a band of 
heroes or to have the freedom of the city. 
Chicago has all the unemployed it can take 
care of, and just at this time, when strike is 
following strike almost daily,-that number is 
constantly being increased. It is not desira- 
ble, therefore, that a thousand or more men 
should come here. who have no work, no 
means of subsistence except public charity, no 
settled object in view. and many of whom 
would not work if they had the chance. The 
Chicago authorities cannot do better than im- 
itate the example of those at Des Moines, 


PLEADING FOR SILVER, 

Prof. E. B. Andrews of Brown University 
addressed the Commercial club of this city 
Saturday evening on the subject of silver, He 
argued the cause of ‘“bimetallism.” He 
ciaimed that our present business depression 
is only an accentuation of that which the gold 
using countries have been passing through for 
the last twenty years; that the ‘* demonetiza- 
tion”? of 1878 caused a shrinkage of some-

money possessed by Europe and America; 
that the world’s volume of gold itself avail- 
able for money has shrunk absolutely and 
still more relatively to the needs .of t 

that the increased demand and decreased 

ply ha¥e caused an increase of 50 per cent jin 
the purchasing power of a grain of gold si 
1878; that this general fall in prices was a 
curse, because capital suffered a loss between 
the times of buying and selling property ; t 
these conditions have favored the formationf 
trusts; that the fall in the prices of wheat 
cottoa has reduced by at least one-third the 
power of the nation to pay its debts abroad, 
rendering it necessary to send gold to Europe 
in addition to our produce; that the agri- 
cultural classes being thus impoverished lose 
power to buy from the manufacturing classes, 
and thus the latter become poor also; that the 
only people to profit from this are those who 
live upon income from loans; that we ought 
to be the principal manufacturers for the sil- 
ver using countries of America and Asia, but 
that this is prevented by the friction in ex- 
change; and that it is comparatively a light 
matter what ratio between gold and silver is 
adopted, though he‘ admitted that “your bi- 
metallic pool must bea large one,” having in 
it *t nations enough,” 

In all this there is no recognition of the fol- 
lowing indisputable facts: That the fall in 
prices complained of is measured ou a British 
scale, a considerable part of which is due to 
largely reduced costs of transportation across 
the ocean, the average fallin prices here be- 
ing much less than that stated; that whatever 
decline in prices has occurred is due to les- 
sened costs of production and transportation, 
this being evident from the fact that the com- 
pensation of labor per unit of time actually 
rose during the twenty years under réview, be- 
ing much higher in 1890 than in 1870, both 
measured on the gold basis, while at least a 
part of the recent decline in the value of labor 
was due to fears for the integrity of the cur- 
rency, which had been jeopardized by too 
much “ recognition” of silver; that silver is 
being used in this country in very large vol- 
ume, much larger than ever before, and ow- 
ing to the sustaining power of gold is doing 
more than twice the duty as uioney that in- 
trinsically it is entitled to; that the produc- 
tion of gold is increasing at such a rate as to 
show there ‘s no ground for thefear that*its 
quantity may be inadequate as a basis for 
paper to twenty times the amount of all’ the 
gold; that/ falling prices for produce have 
benefited the consumer and inéreased his 
ability to buy from the producer; and thatthe 
expansion of property values shown by the 
census reports gives the lie to the claim tLat a 
relative depreciation is an actual one due to a 
rise in the value of the grain of gold. 

Banker Elbridge Keith of this city answered 
ina few words the leading “argument” in 
saying ‘‘ There is not a single commodity that 
I can think of where the decline has not been 

‘the result of a cheapening in the cost of 
production and distribution or some ~ ad- 
vantage of science over nature’s forces,” and 
“ the test should be the price of labor. The 
day’s wage is where money always has to go.” 
What would Prof. Andrews think of the claim 
that because by more skillful or -careful 
cultivation the productivity of land had been 
doubled, therefore the acre should be reduced 
to one-half its present area, so 'that the yield 
per acre should seem ‘to be the same uader 
the new conditions as it was under the old 
ones? Yet such a ciaim would not be one 
whit more absurd than the one for a lessening 
of the vaiue of the money unit so that things 
should be rated’as costing the saine as several 
years ago, when in truth they cost far less of 
human exertion to produce them. 
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FIGHTING FOR THE IMPOSSIBLE. 

It was hoped that the painters would settle 
their differences and that the building season 
might be suffered to begin, but the men and 
the employers are more at odds than ever, A 
thousand of the painters went out on a strike 
yesterday. The plastefers are going to strike 
for more wages and so are the gravel roofers. 
No sooner is one dispute settled thar a couple 
more break out. 

All the men in the building trades want iL 
get the wages which they were getting at this 
time u year ago, but they are haying a hard 
time to find any one who will pay them. They 
are looking for last year’s birds in this year’s 
nests and their search has not been a remark- 
ably’successful one. It is natural that men 
should want to get every cent of wages they 
can. Itis natural also that they should dis 
like to get less than they did last year, but the 
men who are refusing to work except for last 
year’s wages ought to remember two things. 
One is that the conditions are changed and 
the country is by no means as pro.perous as 
it was. The other is that if they were to get | 


the wages of May, 1893, as measured in dol- 


lats and’ cents, they would be getting more 
now than they did then.

Asthe most/of thé moving’ 
this year is from houses to flats it goes with- 
out daying that Chicago will have still fewer 
homes than last year, Few as the homes 
hava bech in the houses, for a year's residence 
canyot make a home, they will be still fewer 
in flats, for a flat cannot |be made into a 
homp even by a century’s resjdence, The flat 
has no privacy and never cam have associa- 
tiong. and both are essentialsiof @ home. As 
the ts increase the homes diminish, and 
with/them home influences. |Sentimentalism 
of this kind, however healthy it may be, 
has go influence on the situation. Apparently 
th nds upon thousands of Chicagoans are 
determined to migrate from one neighbor- 
to another. to display their household 
property tothe crowd and to leave behind 
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estate agents, is on the increase every year, 
and that the habit is fast becoming a mania 
like the drink of the opium habit. Probably 
few people could tell why they move except 
that it is May day—the period when the peri- 
patetic disease breaks out, as hay-fever does 
in August. The symptoms of the disease are 
broken mirrors, cracked bedsteads, legless 
stoves, and other dilapidated articles going to 
the new homes; and leaking faucets, broken 
windows, cracked plaster, and heaps of old 
hats, tin cans, wornout shoes, and other such 
débris in the old home, If some remedy be 
not found for this annual epidemic it may 


} yet grow into an intolerable public. burden. 


TEARING UP LAKE SHORE TRACKS, 
Yesterday morning laborers in the employ 
of the city tore up fifteen Lake Shore tracks 
across State and Sixty-third streets which had 
been Yaid without authority.of law. Some 


those tracks, The Mayor had an understand- 
ing with the officers of the Lake Shore road, 
with whom he. was negotiating about track 
elevation, that he would not carry out the 
order if they would not apply for an injunc- 
tion to prevent their removal, That agree- 
ment was violated by the railroad people, 
who asked for and got a temporary injunc- 
tion a week ago. Yesterday it was dissolved, 
and the Mayor, justly irritated by the breach 
of faith, had the tracks torn up forthwith. 

This is the way to deal witharoad which 
has been trespassing on city property. If this 
policy had been adopted years ago and an 
aggression on the part of a road been met 
promptly those corporations would have been 
much less arrogant than they are. It was time 
to teach them a lesson and let them know that 
the policy of meek surrender is at‘an end. 

The Lake Shore road stated in «he injunc- 
tion proceedings that it laid these fifteen 
tracks because it needed them for its business. 
Most likely it does, If it wants to relay them 
it must ask for permission and will not get 
it until it gives signs of a readiness 'to be 
more accommodating than it has been in the 
past. It may take more kindly to track ele- 
vation now that it. sees thecity is quite in 
earnest does not care whether the busi- 
ness of a trespassing railroad is interfered 
with or not. 

The Mayor has setan excellent precedent. 
There are other roads which are trespassers 
on city property and yet areas little amen- 
able to reason as was the Lake Shore. They 
should be takeh in hand. Judge Ewing’s 
decision is to the effect that the aquiescence of 
the city authorities:in the wrongful use of a 
street, no matter if it has lasted for twenty 
years, gives the trespasser no right even 
though it be a railroad company. If the rail- 
roads which have squatted on city property 
are dealt with firmly they will not be so ,set 
against track e'evation.

The writer says Dr. Meyer almost induced 
him to enter his swindling schemes and con- 
fided his plans. The letter says a Dr. Flint, a 
traveling mesmerist, frequently operated on 
Mrs. Meyer and that Dr. Meyer under his in- 
structions learned to throw her into a mes- 
meri¢ condition, when she would become 
a slave of his will, The writer argues 
that the woman was under Dr. Meyer’s 
mental control when she _ varticipated 
in -the plot.

ness building just completed at Nassau and 
Johns streets. A cog in the hoisting windlass 
on a truck in the street broke and the enor- 
mous niass of iron went tumbling down, On 
the ground floor were soine heavy beams 
which had been usedeto support it while the 
tackle for hoisting was beimg adjusted.
